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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

I.The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

See MPEP §310. 

(d) The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 
1.71(g). 

(e) Incorporation-By-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1 .52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1 .821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000. 

(f) Background of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(c). The specification 
should set forth the Background of the Invention in two parts:

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
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invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an international 
application which has entered the national stage (37 CFR 1 .491(b)), the 
applicant need not submit an abstract commencing on a separate sheet if 
an abstract was published with the international application under PCT 
Article 21 . The abstract that appears on the cover page of the pamphlet 
published by the International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual 
Property Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the 
USPTO. See MPEP § 1893.03(e). 

(I) Sequence Listing. See 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825 and MPEP §§ 2421-2431 . 
The requirement for a sequence listing applies to all sequences disclosed 
in a given application, whether the sequences are claimed or not. See

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2. Applicant has used the claims in the specification to describe the invention. For 

example, on page 5, "In addition, in claim 2 surgery according to claim 1" should be 

avoided and proper description of the invention is requested. Applicant has repeated 
such language (e.g. pages 5-10) in the specification of the disclosure. 

Drawings 

3. Figures 1-2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, it is not clear what applicant intends to 
say by "takes one of orbital." Further, it is not clear what is meant by "frankfult It plane." 

Regarding claim 10, it is not clear what "it" encompasses. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Levandoski (4,892,480) in view of Applicant Admitted Prior Art (referring as AAPA). 

Levandoski discloses a face bow including measuring parts (fig. 1-2), 
bite forks 134 (figs. 1-2) which is bite in the oral cavity of the patient and fixes the bite 
plane; a positioning wire 160 for camper, extending to right and left ears which 
measures and takes the camper plane; a pointing rod 122 for median line which 
measures and takes a median line; a screw 150 which is screwed on a nut for adjusting 
the height, supporting a support base 120 or 139 and a pointing rod 136 for bite plane. 
Levandoski fails to disclose an orbital pointing pin; orbital points which measures and 
takes the right and left orbital on the frankfult plane. 

AAPA teaches an orbital pointing pin 6 (e.g. rod) fig. 1, thus teaches orbital 
point(s). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to modify Levandoski by providing an orbital pin as 
taught by AAPA in order to take an orbital plane for measurements. 

6. Claims 2-6, 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Levandoski in view of AAPA as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Duret et 
al. (5,143,086). 
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Levandoski/AAPA discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for 
applying a modeling compound on bite forks for teeth marks, and bite forks/spoons and 
being detachable and having various sizes and positioning wire including hanging rings, 
and ball/socket type assembly. 

Duret teaches a dental measuring device having a plate (bite fork) with a 
modeling compound (e.g. paste) for teeth marks (col. 17, lines 1—19). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention 
was made to modify Levandoski/AAPA by providing a modeling compound on bite forks 
as taught by Duret in order to take an impression of patient's teeth form numerous 
reasons, such as for physical model. Further, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to modify 
Levandoski/AAPA by providing a various sizes for support shaft/forks/spoons, as known 
in the art, to accommodate for various size of oral cavities of patients. 

Further, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention was made to modify Levandoski/AAPA/Duret to make bite forks 
detachable, since it has been held that constructing a formerly integral structure in 
various elements involves only routing skill in the art. Nerwin v. Erlicnrnan, 168 USPQ 
177, 179. 

Further, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to one skilled in 
the art at the time the invention was made to construct a bite spoon since applicant has 
not disclosed that this solves any stated problem or is anything more than one of 
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numerous shapes or configuration a person of ordinary skill in the art would find obvious 
for the purpose of providing a bite spoon. In re Dailey and Eilers, 1 49 USPQ 47 (1 966). 

Further, Levandoski discloses a positioning wires (e.g. hard wires or rod) being 
fixed at 176 and 174 to keep it fixed at one particular point. However, if flexible wires 
being used (as in AAPA, element 5), instead of rigid ones then one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of invention would realize to use a hook, clip, ring, etc., which can be 
attached to ear or around the head of the patients to keep the wire in position. 

Further, attaching two rigid structures by ball/socket type assembly for axial 
and/or rotation movement is old and well known in the art. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was 
made to provide Levandoski/AAPA/Duret to attach two structures as ball/socket 
assembly in order to allow the shaft/pointing pin to move axially or rotationally for 
adjustments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 7, 9-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
